Wheat should get well rooted before frosts set 
im. Tho lonz roots will befarless likely to be 
thrown out by the heaving of the ground in freez- 
ing. Natureis a good teacher; 2s soon a3 the 
old crop is ripe, the seeds fal! upon the ground 
und commence growing sgain. Where the ground 
is prepared by cultivation, Jees time ia required 
for vigorous roots to be formed; but the very 
common errr is that of deferring suwing till tov 
late @ season, North of latitude 42 deg., it 
would be better if every grain of aeed wheat could 
bo in the ground early in September. Irom 40 
deg,, to 42 deg., Jatitade, wheat sowing should 
bo finished by the first week in October,—[Amer- 
jean Agricaltarist.
